Jose ph It. Van Dusen, who died In
Fhllaelelphia Sunday aged 82 years,
was eine of the best known men In the
anthiaeite coal tiade He was one ot
the pioneers In the anthiaeite coal re
gions, opeiatlng llrst In Luzeine and
latci in Caibon and Schuylkill counties.
